Mr. Druw comments he is not expert on the topic.

Second commenter- Robert Flashner- high avenue Lot#4.

Lived here since 1981, overdevelopment is ridiculous and he acknowledges
the 3 feet curb so flooding will be an issue.
His wife is a real estate agent spoke about the property value going down if they add
anymore to the Eddington Area.

In 2003, he moved from Mayfair back to Bensalem, and bought the property
from his parents because he wanted to live in Bensalem as a suburb not an
extension of North East Philly.

Bensalem has become too urbanized, too commercial, and for the property to be
placed purposely not a cheap business profit until the township runs out of space.
